Steel Spokesman
Offers 8-Point
Proposed Pact

John Stephens, spokesman for
the s@eol Industry, presented the
following eight-point  proposed
agreement as his opening re-
marks before a recent mgeting
of the Wage Policy 'Committee
of the union, according to a re
lease just received from the steel
companies,

public Steel Corporation, U, §,
Steel Company and the Youngs.

have agreed with United Steel-
workers of . America, CIO, on
the following items tn respect
of the hourly-paid production
and maintenance employes of
such companies in the units rep-
resented by the union at the:
steel producing plants of such
companies, which agreement as to
cach company is  contingent
upon agreement: being reached |
by such company and the union
as. to all other contract provi-
sions and as to the detailed
application of ' the following
items:
1. Increase the job. class 1'
rate by 12% cents and, increase
the spread between job classes
by % cent.

2. Six paid holidays, double
time for holidays worked, with
appropriate provisions as to elig.
ibility,

3. Increase shift differentials
to 6 cents per hour for after-
noon shift and 9 cents per hour
for night shift.

4. Three weeks vacation after
15 years of service, effective
January 1, 1952,

5. Decrease southern differen-
tial of U. 8. Steel and Republie
by 5 cents an hour, -

6. Above adjustments to be
effective upon executi on of com-
plete agreement and return to
work, except that for present
employes general = increase . in
wage rates ‘specified in item 1
above will be retroactive to
March 16, 1952, )
7. New agreements to run' to
June 30, 1854, reopenable by
elther party ds of June 80,1958,
on the subject of general adjust-
ment of .wage rates only,

8, Add to union security pro-’
visions of present agreements a
provision substantially in the
form: attached hereto,

(Provision to be added to ex-
isting union security provisions),
Each new employe shall sign
and  furnish to the company at
the time of his employment an
application card, in duplicate, for
membership in the union, in a
form agreed to in writing by
the company and the union. A
copy of such card:'shall be fur-
nished to the employe. Such ap-
plication  card. shall provide that
it ghall not become effective un:
til the expiration of 30 days
after the date of his emplo)
ment and that' it shall not there-

after hecome effective if such

employe shall mail to the com

pany a written notice of his

election not to become a mem- .
ber of the union, which notige

shall be postmarked not less

than 16 da and not more than

30 days after the date of his

employmoent. The compang shall

promptly furnish the union a co

py of each such notice regeived

by it. If such application shall

become effective at the expira

tion of such 80 days; one signed

copy of it shall then be turned

over to the unlon. The union

shall be given sonable oppor:

to inspect all such no:

tices which shall be received

by the company.
